So vote for 
In-Fur-Nation! Ha ha ha. Well, at least enjoy this sampling of 
Furry News we have to offer... 


One of Furry Fandom’s well-known resources made a 
welcome return recently. The news site www flayrah.com 
(a frequent source for this very fanzine) closed up shop in 
June of this year, when the original web master struggled 
with a lack of time and energy to maintain it. Then, just 
recently, Flayrah was picked up again, this time by the folks 
at critter net. Make sure to check them out at the old address, 
www,flayrah.com, for more “Unusually Good Information” 


Anthropomorphic movies (both “furry” and otherwise) have 
had a good year. Not just from the shear number of them, but 
the fact that most (though definitely not all!) have done rather 
well at the box office. That trend continued with Sony 
Picture’s Open Season, which was the number one film in 
America for its opening weekend — and which has been 
showing good legs so far. (Interestingly, voice actor Ashton 
Kutcher appears in both Open Season and the number- 
two movie at the box office for that same weekend, the live- 
action film The Guardian.) If you enjoyed Open Season you 
may want to look for the book The Art of Open Season 
(written and edited by Linda Sunshine, published by Insight 
Editions). It features plenty of pictures from the character 
design, visual development, production design, and story 
sequences from the hit film 


Of course, there are other opinions... Though many of the 
CGI films (furry and otherwise) have done well this year, 
the fact that none of them have achieved “true international 
blockbuster’ status (of the Finding Nemo or Shrek 2 variety) 
has some movie-business investors worrying aloud about a 
“CGI glut” and the effects that it might have. And they're 
passing on that worry to many of the Hollywood studios... 


who are responding, it seems, by tightening their bells. Word 
is out that both Disney Studios and Pixar Films will be 
experiencing staff reductions following their next animated 
films (Meet the Robinsons and Ratatouille, respectively). 
Much smaller crews will thus be working on the Disney/ 
Pixar slate of upcoming films (American Dog, W.A.L.-E., 
Rapunzel, and the semi-live-action film Enchanted). In 
addition, the new management at Disney is trying to lean 
Disney Studios back toward producing 2D animated films 
(leaving the CGI films to Pixar). They've brought back the 
Little Mermaid / Treasure Planet team of John Musker 
and Ron Clements to begin production on the 2D film The 
Frog Princess. Meanwhile, over at Dreamworks Animation, 
pressure is high in front of the 2007 release of Shrek the 
Third. Still, the studio is moving ahead with a planned sequel 
to the hit Madagascar, which is currently scheduled for 
release in late 2008, 


Now let's not go forgetting about the rest of this year... We 
still have the release of Flushed Away, Happy Feet, and 
Chanotte's Web to think about. Flushed Away is the latest 
collaboration between Dreamworks Animation and Aardman 
Studios (who, together, brought us Wallace and Gromit in 
The Curse of the Were-Rabbit last year). Flushed is also 
Aardman's first foray into full CGI — the large crowd scenes 
and big watery sewer would have been simply impossible 
to create using clay and stop-motion. If you don’t know, the 
story features Hugh Jackman as the voice of a posh pet 
rat named Roddy [no relation — ye ed-otter] who's flushed 
down a toilet by an invading free-loader — and who discovers 
a whole new world in the sewers beneath London. Jackman 
also voices a character in Happy Feet, coming later in 
November from Warner Brothers — and directed by none 
other than George Miller (producer of Babe and director 
of the Mad Max movies). Feet, of course, stars Elijah Wood 
as the voice of Mumble, a penguin who (unlike the rest of his 
kind) can't sing — but he's a great dancer! (The cine-manga 
version of Happy Feet is being released by Tokyo Pop. Also 
look for Flushed Away: The Essential Guide and Happy 
Feet: The Essential Guide, both released in hardcover by 
DK Publishing.) Happy Feet is also being shown in 70 mm in 
selected IMAX theaters around the U.S. Finally in December 
comes the new live-action version (with CGI help) of the 
classic story Charlotte's Web by E.B. White. Famously 
animated once before by Hanna Barbera in 1973, this new 
version comes to us from Disney Studios and Walden Media 
(the folks responsible for last year's first Narnia picture), 
with help from Nickelodeon. No Hugh Jackman in this one, 
but Julie Roberts (as Charlotte) and a host of big-name 
Hollywood stars are on hand to lend their voices. 


Meanwhile, in the it's-not-a-furry-movie-BUT department.,.20" 
Century Fox will release the movie Eragon this December 
15. Based on the fantasy novel by Christopher Paolini, 
the story follows a teenage boy who discovers what he 


thinks is a large gem... which actually turns out to be a 
dragon's egg. Raising the dragon himself, the boy Eragon 
discovers that he and his dragon Safira may be destined to 
free their kingdom from the king’s despotic rule. Fox has 
been very mum about who will play the voice of Safira, but 
they have confirmed that she does indeed speak. 


Looking into the future — and the past! Dreamworks Animation 
has announced plans for a feature film version of Mr. 
Peabody and Sherman from the old Rocky & Bullwinkle TV 
‘series. No word yet on if the film is planned for 2D, 3D, live- 
action or whatever, but Rob Minkoff of The Lion King fame 
is set to direct. 


This coming January, watch out for Happily N’Ever After, a 
new CGI film created by Berlin Animation Films and distributed 
(in the USA) by Lionsgate Films. When the wizard (voiced 
by George Carlin) in charge of balancing good and evil 
takes a vacation, his bumbling assistants (a cat and a hog — 
voiced by Andy Dick and Wallace Shawn, respectively) 
accidentally allow the evil Stepmother (Sigourney Weaver) 
to get hold of the Wizard's magic staff — and soon, all fairy 
tale hell is breaking loose. 


So, like we said before, times they are a changin’ at Disney... 
now that Pixar head-honcho John Lasseter is in charge 
of Disney Animation (among other things), word has been 
going around that Disney would slow down (if not stop) 
production of the endless string of sequels to classic 
animated films that have characterized the Mouse House 
(and, admittedly, made it tons of money) over the past decade 
orso. Lasseter’s mantra has been stated as “The only reason 
to do a sequel is if you have a great story, period”. Therefore, 
while Brother Bear 2 was one of the best selling DVD's in 
the U.S. for September, and The Fox and the Hound 2s set 
for release in December, production on the Aristocats sequel 
has shut down — and, at this point, it’s questionable whether 
it’s even going to begin on the planned sequel to The 
Adventures of Robin Hood. However, the Special Edition 
DVD of Robin Hood (promising to have a better-quality 
transfer and sound than the previous Golden Edition) is still 
due to be released in November. 


Speaking of DVD releases, Universals 2D feature Curious 
George came out in October, as did Dreamworks Animations 
hit Over the Hedge. Interestingly, the Hedge DVD features 
not only the usual extras but also a “Christmas Present: A 
special DVD feature which will not activate itself until 
November 28! It also features a new animated short called 
Hammy's Boomerang Adventure ('). 


Fans of Japanese giant monsters can rejoice: The original 
98-minute 1954 version of Gojira (directed by Is 
Honda) has been released on DVD — in Japanese, with 
English subtitles. The same DVD set also includes Godzilla, 
King of the Monsters, the Americanized version of the film 
which features Raymon Burr. 


Moving from movies to TV, it's time for MIPCOM — the annual 
TV and audio-visual trade show where production 
companies from all over the world try to find distribution for 
their new show concepts. The November issue of Animation 
magazine provides coverage of the show, as well as ads 
for several new shows looking for distribution. Such as: 
Master Raindrop (a CGI adventure show based on oriental 
legends) and Croco Loco (which uses funny animals to 
teach English as a second language to German kids (!)) from 


Junior Productions, Pet Pals, the Band from Alcuni Cartoon 
in Italy, Skunk Fu! From Cartoon Saloon in Ireland 
(www.cartoonsaloon.ie), Horseland from DIC (based on a 
very popular on-line fantasy horse-trading (literally) site, 
this show features anthropomorphic horses. Visit 
www.dicentertainment.com), Attila and the Great Blue Bean 
(Atilla, in this case, being a hog. Visit him at 
www.myspace,com/attilatheham), Slim Pig (about a 2-D 
pig living in a 3-D world), The Owl, Pororo the Little Penguin, 
and Toopy and Binoo (a mouse and kitten who entertain 
younger kids, both on Canadian TV, and on the Internet at 
www.toopyandbinoo.com). You can also visit 
www.animationmagazine,net to find out more about these 
and many more shows looking to find their way into your 
television soon! 


Also from MIPCOM: Everyone's favorite hyper-violent little 
furries, the Happy Tree Friends, are all set to expand their 
empire. They've from the Internet to cable TV (on G4, to be 
precise) with a new half-hour show that features 7-minute 
episodes that expand the characters’ relationships — all 
without a word spoken, still. Now comes the word that this 
December will feature the new Happy Tree Friends 
Christmas Special (oh dear...) on DVD, as well as a 39- 
episode DVD compilation of their new cable show from BCI. 


All 13 original episodes of the 1970's animated TV series 
Return to the Planet of the Apes have been released on 
DVD by Fox Home Entertainment. Created by Depatie/Freleng 
(of Pink Panther fame), the animated series featured many 
of the characters from the Planet of the Apes feature films, 
as human astronauts stumble across a world of (very) 
technologically advanced apes. 


In case we've forgotten to marvel about it yet... Jane and 
the Dragon is a new motion-capture/CGI TV series, part of 
the YTV children's programming group (it's also playing on 
NBC, Saturday mornings, in some areas). The show is 
produced in Canada by Nelvana Productions, with plenty of 
technological assistance from the folks at Weta Digital — 
yes, the same folks who brought us The Lord of the Rings. 
In this new series, young Jane is not like other girls in her 
pre-Renaissance kingdom. She'd rather study to be a knight 
than a lady-in-waiting. Helping her out on her unlikely quest 
is her best friend: A friendly, brainy, fire-breathing dragon. 
You can find out more about the show (and see an episode) 
at www.ytv.com/programming/shows/jane_dragon. 


Ifit hasn't made its way ‘round the fandom yet, make sure to 
check out the video for the California band Grandaddy and 
their new song called "Nature Anthem’.

Featured artists and writers 
include Liquid Mark, J. L. Anderson, Artassassin, Mary 
Bellamy, Rings Case, David Davis, Shon Howell, and 
many others as well. Also coming soon from Sin Factory is 
the first issue of Black Cats: Never Lucky, a black & white 
(ef course!) anthology of erotic “Loligoth” stories that also 
features some furry content. 


Shanda Fantasy Arts presents another edition of the Giant 
Shanda Animal, featuring characters from Shanda the Panda 
(and edited by Mike Curtis, of course). This year features 
more adventures of the teenage Quinn, Yoyo at her new 
job, and even a Shanda spoof of Doctor Who. 


Alias Enterprises presents the new full-color manga digest 
version of Lullaby, written by Mike S. ler and Ben 
Avery and illustrated by Hector Sevilla. Alice (security 
chief of Wonderland), Jim Hawkins, the Pied Piper, Little Red 
Riding Hood (who's a werewolf), and Pinocchio travel to 
distant Oz to discover the source of an evil magic warping 
the land of Lullaby. 


In the “Bit late there, guys” Department... Dark Horse Comics 
presents the official comic book adaptation of Peter 
Jackson’s King Kong. You know the story, now see it on 
the printed page in this full-color trade paperback edition, 
coming in October. 


A new full-color comic book series from Moonstone 
Werewolves: Call of the Wild by Mike Oliveri and Joe 
Bucco. If you're going to murder a man in cold blood, you'd 
better hope that his brother doesn't turn out to be a vengeful 
werewolf. 


Former Buffy the Vampire Slayer and Greg the Bunny star 
Seth Green returns as the creator of Freshmen from Top 
Cow Productions — a full-color comic book that combines 
superheroes with college survival skills. It features heroes 
with names like Wannabe, The Intoxicator, and Mr. Fiddlestix 
— the last one being a talking beaver who gives advice. It's 
scripted by Hugh Sterbakov and illustrated by Will Conrad 
and Blond. 


Coming this November from Antarctic Press is the full-color 
Gold Digger 15” Anniversary Special, celebrating 15 years 
(of course) of Fred Perry’s famous manga-style action- 
adventure-comedy comic. This collection traces the routes 
of how it all began, and how it all lead to 150 issues, lots of 
special collections, and even animation 


In the Infinite Crisis maxi-series from DC Comics, Superboy 
was killed. Since then, many fans have been asking DC 
what happened after to Krypto, Superboy’s dog. This 
December, writer Kurt Busiek and artists Rick Leonardi 
and Jesus Merino present Superman #659: It tells the 
story of the dog of steel’s darkest days, laying the 
groundwork for his surprising future. [Unlike the Krypto 
animated TV series, this appears to be a completely serious 
Krypto story — ye ed-otter] 


Richard Moore, creator of Far West and Boneyard, has a 
new collection of illustrated erotic stories and pin-up art 
called Short Strokes Volume Two from NBM/Amerotica. Some 
of his characters are very human, and some are not so 
much... and some are not at all! 


A name to look up in fantasy/romance/erotica: Susan 
Krinard. She's best known fora series of werewolf romance 
novels (with titles like Once a Wolf and Touch of the Wolf) 
published by Bantam. Her most recent book is Lord of the 
Beasts, in which a veterinarian who possesses the power 
of empathy with animals — courtesy of his enchanted father 
- finds his beastial desires awakened by a very special 
woman. And speaking of special women... Lady Amalia 
Langford is a member of the drakon, an ancient species able 
to alter their shape from human to dragon to clouds of smoke. 
In The Smoke Thief and The Dream Thief by Shana Abe’ 
(also published by Bantam), the drakon must deal with one 
of their own who has turned to thievery — and who may 
expose their species to human kind, with dire consequences.

Don't Forget - Coming Soon: The Ursa Major Awards 
for 2006! 


More formally known as the Annual Anthropomorphic 
Literature and Arts Award, the Ursa Major Award is presented 
annually for excellence in the furry arts. It is intended as 
Anthropomorphic (a.k.a. Furry) Fandom's equivalent of the 
Hugo Award ® (presented by the World Science Fiction 
Society), mystery fandom's Anthony Award, horror fandom's 
Bram Stoker Award, and so forth. 


Anyone may nominate. Nominations for 2006 works will 
open during January 2007. However, recommendations are 
now being accepted for inclusion in the 2006 Recommended 
Anthropomorphics List (available for viewing at 
www.ursamajorawards.com), which is being constantly 
updated. Voting for the 2006 Ursa Major Award will take 
place during the first half of 2007. Please contact us if you 
wish to receive a ballot (see below). The Award will be 
presented at CaliFur.3 in Southern California in May. 


To be eligible, a work must have been released between 
January 1 and December 31 of the calendar year for that 
award (in this case, 2006), and must include a non-human 
being given human attributes (anthropomorphic), which can 
be mental and/or physical (for example the intelligent rabbits 
in Watership Down for the former, and Bugs Bunny for the 
latter.) Simply including an animal character is not sufficient 
to qualify. Nominations are not limited to items included on 
the Recommended Anthropomorphics List, which are simply 
some people's recommendations. Any works first published 
during the year under consideration are eligible. The Ursa 
Major Award categories include Best Anthropomorphic: 
Motion Picture, Dramatic Short Work or Series, Novel, Short 
Fiction, Other Literary Work (such as short story collections 
or art portfolio books, etc.), Comic Book, Comic Strip (paper 
or on-line), Fanzine, Published Illustration, Game (FRP or 
video), and Miscellany (items that don't fit elsewhere, such 
as toys or models, etc.).
